REMARKS 

This paper responds to the Office Action mailed on December 27, 2005. Claims 1, 3-12 
and 14-23 are pending, and no claims have been amended. 

Claims 1, 10-12, 14-19, 22 and 23 stand rejected as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
6,611,814 of Lee et al. ("Lee et al."). Claims 3-9, 20 and 21 stand rejected as being obvious over 
Lee et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,657,702 of Chui et al.("Chui et al."). According to the 
Patent Office, Lee et al. constitutes a document that "better teaches the claimed invention." 

However, Lee et al. is not a prior art reference against the claims. Lee et al. has a filing 
date of July 17, 2000, three weeks prior to the filing of the provisional application from which the 
present invention claims priority. Accompanying this Response is a Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. 
1.131 of the inventor establishing conception prior to the filing date of the Lee et al. patent and 
diligence from that date through to the constructive reduction to practice. Also accompanying this 
Response is a Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 of Leason which supplements the aforementioned 
declaration with entries from time sheets that were written off and therefore not included in invoices 
sent to the inventor. 

These Declarations are believed to make a sufficient showing so as to remove Lee et al. 
as a reference against the claims. Accordingly, Applicant makes no comments at this time as to the 
pertinence of Lee et al. relative to the claims, either when considered alone or in conjunction with 
Chui et al. or another reference. Applicant reserves the right to supplement his showing in support 
of his constructive reduction to practice and to provide evidence of an actual reduction to practice 
that antedates the Lee et al. patent. 

All prior grounds for rejecting the claims and arguments presented have been made moot 
by the newly cited Lee et al. patent. Accordingly, upon removing Lee et al. as a reference available 
for citation against the claims, all claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. 
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A prompt and favorable action on the merits is requested
